“When I was two vears old my father 
and mother took me to stay at Hyde 
Park with them. My mother-in-law says 
that she remembers my standing in the 
door with my finger in my mouth and 
being addressed as “Granny’ by my 
mother, and that Franklin rode me 
around the nursery on his back.” 


“Feller” 


*“‘Once I remember allowing my 
cousin, Franklin Roosevelt, at that 
time a senior at Harvard, to come 
down to meet me. All the little girls 
were tremendously interested, and 
the next time they gathered around 
me demanding to know if he was 
my ‘feller.’”’ 


Safeguards 


“T+ was an understood thing that no girl 
was interested in a man or showed any 
liking for him until he made all the ad- 
vances... 

“You never allowed a man togive you 
a present except flowers or candy or 
possibly a book. To receive a piece of 
jewelry from a man to whom you were 
not engaged was a sign of being a fast 
woman, and the idea that you would per- 
mit any man to kiss you before you were 
engaged to him never even crossed my 
mind.

Proposal 


“T had a great curiosity about life 
and a desire to participate in every 
experience that might be the lot of 
woman. There seemed to me to be a 
necessity for hurry; without rhyme 
or reason I felt the urge to be a part 
of the stream of life and so in the 
autumn of 1903, when Franklin 
Roosevelt asked me to marry him, 
though I was only nineteen, it 
seemed an entirely natural thing 
and I never even thought that we 
were both rather young and inex- 
perienced. . 

“My grandmother, when [ told 
her, asked me if I was sure I was

really in love; I solemnly answered

Those clos- 
est to us did take time to wish us 
well, but the great majority of the 
guests were far more intrigued at 
the thought of being able to see and 
listen to the President, and in a very 
short time this young married cou- 


ple were standing alone!”’ 


Patience 


“T had very high standards as to what a 
wife and mother should be and not the 
faintest notion of what it meant to be 
either a wife or a mother, and none of my 
elders enlightened me. I marvel now at 
mv husband’s patience, for I realize how 
trving I must have been in many ways. I 
can see today how funny were some of 
the tragedies of our early married lite.” 


Nightmares 


“T had discovered that my husband suf- 
fered from nightmares. On the steamer 
coming over he had started walking out 
of the cabin in his sleep. He ‘was very 
docile, however, when asleep, and at my 
suggestion returned quietly to bed. [his 
time he pointed straight to the ceiling 
and remarked most irritably to me, 
‘Don’t vou see the revolving beam” I 
assured him that nosuch thing was there 
and had great dithculty in persuading 
him not to get out of bed and awaken 
the household.” 


Conversation 


“The edge of my shyness was gradually 
wearing off through enforced contact 
with many people. | still suffered, but 
not so acutely... 


“Either Maude or Pussie once told me 
that if | was stuck for conversation I 
should take the alphabet and start nght 
through it. A—apple. ‘Do you like 
apples, Mr. Smith?’ B—bears. ‘Are you 
afraid of bears, Mr. Jones? C—cats. 
‘Do you have the usual feeling, Mrs. 
Jellyfsh, about cats? Do they give you 
the creeps even when you do not see 
them?’ And so forth all the way down 
the line, but some time had passed be- 
fore anything so desperate as this had to 
be done for conversational purposes.”

“My husband was the person who edu- 
cated me in the question of accounts.

“If I had it to do over again I know 
now that what we should have done 
was to have no servants those first 
few years; I should have acquired 
knowledge and self-confidence so 
that other people could not fool me 
either as to the housework or as to 
the children...

Everybody pardons 
Jerome Herman Dean no matter 
what he does. For instance, he 
seemed to be very much in trouble 
when he went to Belleville, Ill., and 
said, or didn’t say that the two 
biggest crooks in baseball were 
Ford Frick, president of the Na- 
tional League, and Umpire George 
Barr. 


Dizzy subsequently denied that he 
had attempted to rate or classify 
the crooks in the league. In fact, 
he said he didn’t know there were 
any crooks. But between one thing 
and another, the people of New 
York became very indignant. Base- 
ball writers took up cudgels in de- 
fense of sportsmanship and against 


the bean ball, and from day to day |”

basted him and they took him) 
apart. They showed him as a cruel | 
monster who threw dangerous base- | 
balls at Giants’ heads. 
It was a splendid job they did, for | 
when Jerome Herman made his 
first subsequent appearance at the 
Polo Grounds, which was yesterday 
afternoon in the first game of a 
doubleheader, there were 55,577 
cash customers packed into the 
stands, eager to see that Dizzy 
didn’t do any more bean balling, or 
to see it if he happened to be 
seized again by the brutal impulse 
of the killer he was said to be. 
They went to the Polo Grounds 
to boo Dizzy Dean. But when it 
was all over they were cheering 
him. It was a boo of righteous 
indignation that rumbled through 
the stands as Dizzy was announced 
as the pitcher of the day. But he 
struck out Bartell and Chiozza in 
the first inning and the boohs were 
not so loud. He struck out Davis 
and McCarthy in the second and 
for four innings he turned back the 
Giants as fast as they carried bats 


to the plate. And by that time | 
there wasn’t a boo in a standfuil— | 
no, not in 55,577 customers. 

And when Cardinal bats and Diz- | 
zy's Magic right arm gained vic-| 
tory for the Cardinals in the first | 
game of the doubleheader, 8 to 1, 
you would have thought that this 
Dean person was a Polo Grounds 
hero of long standing. They cheered 
him. They rose to their feet and 
hailed him as a hero. Even the 
tough Polo Ground bleachers, one 
of the most vicious bits of concen- 
trated baseball fanaticism in the

The Madison Square Garden Cor- 
poration filed an application at 
Newark to restrain Braddock from 
meeting any other fighter before 
fulfilling a contract to meet Max 


Schmeling. 

The Garden Corporation claimed 
it had a contract for Braddock to 
meet Schmeling on June 3, but that 
Braddock had indicated he would 
not ge through with the arrange- 
ment, but instead had prepared to 
meet Joe Louis in Chicago June 22. 

Judge Guy L. Fake of the New 
Jersey Federal District Court re- 
fused to restrain Braddock and the 
Garden Corporation carried an ap- 
peal to the Circuit Curt. 

The proceedings were brought in 
the United States court because 
Braddock is a resident of New Jer- 
sey. 

The case was heard here by 
Judge Joseph Buffington, J. Whit- 
aker Thompson and John Biggs. 
Judge Buffington dissented in the 
decision filed today. | 

The majority opinion held that 
the original contract with Brad- 
dock specified the champion must 
meet an opponent under the aus- 
pices of the corporation by Sept. 
30, 1936. <A fight was arranged 
with Schmeling but was postponed 
because of an old injury to Brad- 
dock’s hand. 

Opinion of the Court. 


“It is the contention of the appel-

ous racing.

W. H. WATKINS, ONCE 
DETROIT PILOT, DIES 
N MICHIGAN AT 78 


By the Associated Press. 

PORT HURON, Mich., June 10. 
—William H. (Wattie) Watkins, 
former baseball Juminary, is dead, 
but his exploits in the national 
pastime live on. 

Watkins died in Port Huron Hos- 
pital of diabetes yesterday follow- 
ing an illness of three months. He 
was 78 years old. 

In 1887, he managed the Wolver- 
ines, Detroit’s team in the old Na- 
tional League, to the city’s one and 
only world’s championship prior to 
the Tiger champs of 1935. 

His team of 1887 played a roving 
world series with St. Louis Browns, 
then in the American Assoication, 
and Detroit won 10 out of 15 games. 

Watkins is credited with found- 
ing the Southern spring training 
custom. During the spring of 
1886, the year he came to Detroit 
from Indianapolis, Watkins took 
his team South and set an example 
which other professional clubs were 
to follow. . 

The Indianapolis team dropped 
out of the Texas League that year, 
and Watkins brought some of its 
players along to Detroit with him. 
Soon after, the Buffalo club was 
purchased by Detroit and from 
both teams was assembled the 
squad that was to go on to a na- 
tional championship.

Veterans Demonstrate Against 
Bill to Pardon Those Con- 
victed of Treason.

BRUSSELS, June 10. — King 
Leopold IlI—who knew war at 13 
as the youngest private in Belgium's 
army—called Premier Paul Van 
Zeeland into conference today on 
the Government’s bitterly contested 
proposal to pardon all Belgians con- 
victed of treason during the World 
War, 

It was thought the King might 


| act as an intermediary in an effort 


to appease war veterans who staged 
demonstrations yesterday against 
the amnesty bill. 

The Senate, apparently unmoved 
by the demonstrations, continued to 
debate the bill. 

Mounted troops and tanks were 
thrown about the Parliament build- 
ings and strategic points in the 
capital to prevent a repetition of 
demonstrations such as one in 


| which 400 veterans threw their war 
| decorations on the tomb of the Un- 


known Soldier. 

The Government received a dele- 
gation of the veterans in an effort 
to mollify them. 

Veterans who forced their way to 
the speaker of the Senate said they, 
would kill any “traitor” who prof- 
ited by the bill. ~

| ure, already passed by the lower 
_ House, 95 to 75, affects principally

during the war in the hope of es- 
tablishing an independent Flemish 
state if Germany won. Many of 
these were convicted of treason and 
citizenship rights were taken from 
them. Some are still in prison. 

Bitterness has raged for months 
with ex-service men opposing the 
amnesty bill while Flemings have 
staged counter demonstrations de- 
manding the Government force its 
passage. 

The veterans who tossed away 
their medals decorated the monu- 
ment with a wreath bearing the le- 
gend: 

“Brother! Those who soon will 
join you lay on thy grave the use- 
less pledge their victory won at 
the expense of so many useless suf-

Like a great many self-appointed 
censors, they display a more-than- 
average high rate of illiteracy, be- 
cause if they could read and write, 
it would be difficult to find any 
grounds for this wholesale, uncon- 
stitutional, idiotic, and, arbitrary 
confiscation of property without 
due process of law, or even without 
due process of ordinary cerebration. 

The books carted out of the shop 
include the following: “Green Mar- 
gins,” a novel by E. P. O’Donnell. 
It is a Book of the Month Club book 
and won an award from a pub- 
lisher, Houghton, Miffin of Boston. 
It deals with people, mostly of 
French descent, who are trappers 
and fishermen. 


“Stubborn Roots,” a novel by 
Elma Godchaux. The author is a 
member of a famous French-Jewish 
family which has lived in Louisiana 
for over 100 years as large sugar 
planters and refiners, and are peo- 
ple of wealth and culture. The 
novel concerns life on a Louisiana 
sugar plantation. 

A favorable biography of Justice 
Brandeis was also seized as Red 
propaganda. Since Justice Bran- 
deis is one of the greatest living de- 
fenders of the small capitalists and 


vate property, this particular seiz- 
ure has a quite charming irony 
about it. 

Charles Beard’s classic American 
history, “The Rise of American Ci- 
vilization,” was also considered 
dangerous literature by the schol- 
arly New Orleans police. 


Hitler Over New Orleans. 


Ernst Henri’s “Hitler Over Rus- 
sia” was confiscated. M. Henri is 
a Communist. His book is anti- 
Fascist from a Communist stand- 
point. This column does not agree 
with the interpretation of Fascism 
which M. Henri’s book sets forth. 
But it suggests that some _indig- 
nant author ought to write a book 
right now called “Hitler Over New 
Orleans.” 

Paul de Kruif, well known as a 
writer for the Bolshevistic Ladies’ 
Home Journal and glorifier of our 
great men of science, was consid- 
ered to be making dangerous prop- 
aganda in his book, “Men Against 
Death.” 

Aldous Huxley’s “More Simple 
Science,” also was seized. So were 
works of Upton Sinclair, John Dos 
Passos, Emil Ludwig, Grace Lump- 
Kin and Henri Barbusse.

Loyal C. Morrow, principal of 
Bates School for 11 years and for- 
merly supervisor of English in the 
public schools, died today at Mis- 
souri Baptist Hospital of an abdom- 
inal ailment, following an illness of 
several months. He was 49 years 
old and resided at 508 Oakwood 
avenue, Webster Groves. 

Born in Whitehall, Il, Mr. Mor- 
row later moved to St. Louis, where 
he was graduated from Central 
High School, winning a six-year 
scholarship to the University of 
Virginia. After graduation, he 
taught in private schools before re- 
turning to St. Louis in 1921 as an 
instructor at Central. Later he was 
principal at Mount Pleasant, Pen- 
rose and Ames schools, and super- 
visor of English in 1925-26. He was 
assigned to the Bates School, at 1912 
North Prairie avenue, in Septem- 
ber, 1926. 

As head of a large school in one 
of the more crowded sections of 
the city, Mr. Morrow frequently 
played a leading part in obtaining 
assistance for needy children.

DIES AT OTTAWA 


Canada’s Wartime Premier 
Succumbs to Heart 
Disease at 82. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, June 10.— 
(Canadian Press.)—Sir Robert L. 
Borden, World War Prime Minister 
of Canada, died here today at the 
age of 82. Canada’s “elder states- 
man” took a sudden turn for the 
worse late yesterday when sign® 
of “acute cardiac failure” devel- 
oped.. He succumbed at his Co- 


lonial home on Wurtemburg street, 
where he had lived since before 
becoming Prime Minister. 

The veteran parliamentarian en- 
tered politics as a Conservative 
member of the House from Halifax 
in 1896. He succeeded Sir Wilfred 
Laurier as Prime Minister in 1911, 
His tenure extended until July 10, 
1920, when he resigned because of 
ill health, 

Sir Robert was a descendant of 
Samuel Borden, an American sure 
veyor who moved to Falmouth, 
N. S., in 1760. 

As a young man he went to Mat- 
awan, N. J., to teach mathematics 
at Glenwood Institute. 

He gave up his position as a 
teacher in 1873 and returned to 
Canada, where he entered a law 
school. He was graduated in 1878. 
Until he was 42 years old—he was 
born June 26, 1854—he had never 
taken much interest in politics, but 
after a successful career at’ the 
Canadian bar, he became associated 
with Sir Charles Tupper, then Pre- 
mier of the Dominion. Fifteen 
years later he, himself a Conserva- 
tive and leader of the opposition in 
the ‘House of Commons, was ele- 
vated to that post. Sir Charles 
called him “the ablest parliamen- 
tarian in Canadian public life.” 

His burdens became so great dur- 
ing the war that he invited a num- 
ber of prominent Liberals to share 
them. The result was the Union 
Government, with Sir Robert still 
at the head. It was this govern- 
ment that enforced the Miiltary 
Service Act, Canada’s first experi- 
ence with conscription. 

With the termination of hostili- 
ties, Sir Robert attended the Paris 
Peace Conference as Canadian 
plenipotentiary.

Once you've purchased a box of 
'berries, it’s a good idea to g0 
‘through the lot and carefully pick 
‘out any oversoft or moldy ones. 
Don't wash berries until you are 
'ready to usé them, because molds 
'spread more rapidly in dampness. 
Put them loosely into some con- 
tainer in the refrigerator where 
the air can circulate freely around 
them. A colander makes a good 
berry container. 

All of the berries except very 
lacid ones such as the gooseberry 
are best eaten raw. There is a 
zest to the flavor of raw fruit 
never found in the cooked product. 

Nevertheless sauces made from 
the berries have a worthy place in 
the diet. And cooking may be nec- 
| essary to hold over a supply on the 
|ragged edge of spoiling. Then of 
course there is the pastries—tarts, 
pies and cakes. Berry pies require 
a special technique because of their 
juiciness. The pie crust has to be 
sufficiently deep to prevent over- | 
flows. Some cooks thrust a piece | 
or two of uncooked macaroni into 
the center of the pie for, the juice | 
‘to bubble up into, just through the 
| cooking period. 

A prebaked undercrust done to a 
very pale brown will help prevent a 
soaked crust. This undercrust, by 
the way, should not have been 

pierced in the cooking. If you fear 
crust bubbles, you can lay another 
| pie tin on the crust while it is bak- 
| ing. 

Here’s another way to help pre- 
vent undue juiciness. Heat the ber- 
ries about three minutes, just long 
enough to start the flow of juice, 
then pour the juice off and thicken 
it slightly as soon as it is cool 
enough. Then pour the berries back 
into the hot, thickened juice, and 
put the mixture into the pie crust. 
If fruits are very acid, use flour 

for thickening; otherwise use corn- 
| starch.

To American eyes South’s two 
spade bid looks pretty shabby, but 
perhaps it conveyed quite a differ- 
ent message from the one our two 
bids convey. It is doubtful that 
many of our experts would reach 
a siam on this hand, and it is 
equally doubtful that a slam should 
be bid. But this is beside the 
point. We were discussing the 
gentle art of false carding. 

West opened the diamond king 
and continued the suit, declarer 
ruffing the second round. Obvious- 
ly, the correct line of play was to 
lead out the ace and king of hearts, 
ruff a third round, return with a 


trump, and lead the last heart. If 
West follows, safety demands ruf- | 
fing with the spade queen. If West 
fails, the nine gpot will suffice. 
That is the way declarer started 
out, but East came to the fore with 
a play that threw a monkey wrench 
into the machinery. 

Let me quote East’s actual ac- 
count of the play as published in 
the aforesaid magazine: “I was sit- 
ting East and, without considering 
the possible effect of my play, I 
dropped the three, jack and queen 
of hearts on declarer’s first three 
heart leads. I knew that South 
could ruff the last heart quite safe- 
ly, if he needed to, and I also knew 
that the fact of the ten being set 
up in his own hand would avail 
him nothing, as I could see that 
there were no losers in dummy. 
This being so, there seemed no 
reason why I should not play an 
idle false card or two, and at least 
pérplex the declarer.

OT so very long ago, the sum- 

mer time was one to be dread- 

ed for the sake of the young 
baby. Weaning was put off until 
fall because experience taught 
young parents that if the baby was 
weaned during the hot months, it 
promptly had a serious attack of 
summer diarrhea. This was due en- 
tirely, of course, to milk contam- 
inated by germs. It was only about 
1886 that the sterilization of milk by 
boiling was suggested as a public 
health measure, although mothers 
had been scalding milk before giv- 
ing it to babies for centuries. 

Today, at any rate, there is no 
reason why weaning should not be 
carried out in the summer as well 
as any other time. The battle for 
clean milk has been won. The 
mothers of today have many kinds 
of milk to choose from. 

Certified is pure raw milk that 
has been produced under ideal con- 
ditions of hygiene and cleanliness. 
A dairy that is certified by the As- 
sociation of Medical Milk Commis- 
sioners must have a healthy herd, 
which has been tuberculin tested. 
The employes who handle certified 
milk are periodically examined, 
and every precaution is taken to 
milk the herd under ideal condi- 
tions of cleanliness. 

In spite of all these precautions, 
physicians usually prefer to rec- 
ommend that infants use pasteur-

dangerous germs, but not 
to change basically the 
composition of the milk. If there 
is any doubt about the purity of 
the milk, it should be boiled. This 
kills all germs, but does change 
the composition of the milk, pre- 
cipitating the protein, etc. This, 
however, is not a drawback and 
really makes the milk more digest- 
ible. Prof. Washburn refers to 
“the sweet taste of safety” in boiled 
milk. Children who have had boiled 
milk from infancy prefer it to raw 
milk. 

Canned milks are available’ in 
many forms. Evaporated milk is 
good, clean milk that has been 
evaporated so that half its water 
has been removed. It is condensed 
in a vacuum and then homogenized 
by forcing it under pressure 
through fine nozzles. After the 
milk has been cooled and canned, 
it is sterilized in the can. All that 
is necessary to get it again in the 
form of whole milk is to add an 
equal amount of sterilized water. 
The mother or housewife may be 
assured that in using evaporated 
milk she is getting the very best 
grade of milk possible from the

These mod- 
ern adulterated versions are de- 
plorable to one who knows the 
harpsichord and the clavichord, in 
that they omit certain ornamenta- 
tion that was written into the 
music to fit this other-day medium, 
and which had lead to a misunder- 
standing of the music itself. 
Henry, when we talked to him, 
was not only scandalized, but right- 
eously indignant about modern-day 
piano interpretation of these early 
musicians, and particularly Bach. 
“Bor a hundred.years,” he earn-

And the resultant 
mutilated editions have affected 
both public taste and appreciation.” 

“The pianoforte’s present state 
of musical imperfection is chiefly 
due to the hammering charlatans 
of a generation or so ago who 
placed flashy pianistic effect above 
musical taste. 

“It is quite possible that my re- 
flections on Bach,” he interposed, 
“may offend some of our pianists. 
Perhaps they are unaware that they 
have offended him for 100 years. 


ND what is the specific nature 
Ac this offense? According to 

Henry—who owns both a clavi- 
chord and a harpsichord and has 
been for many years a student of 
Bach—it is that pruning of orna- 
mentation for the convenience of 
the heavy-moving piano, and plac- 
ing the master, so to speak, in a 
musical straightjacket. 

“Most interpreters of Bach,” says 
Henry, “are so cognizant of his 
structural perfection that they deal 
almost entirely with that one fine 
quality and lose sight of the great 
beauty and deeper meaning of the 
man, They play Bach perfectly, like 
clockwork puppets, according to 
modernized dogmatic rules. This 
some call artistic restraint.” 

Concert-goers who have thus “put 
Bach in a straitjacket,’ who have 
learned the litany of “Ah, Bach! 
The music of such perfect form, to 
be played with such careful re- 
straint, frigidly and devoid of feel- 
ing!’ are going to have to reform 
their opinion if Henry has his way. 
Because on the clavichord and the 
harpsichord, Bach’s music has riot- 
ous color and glorious meaning. (In 
fact, we must admit of a little 
word-eating on our own part after 
we heard a Bach prelude played 


side-note, it seemed at the’ time 
most incongruous, listening to the 
music of great halls and splendid 
renaissance courts in a compact, 
air-conditioned twentieth century 
apartment!) 

Henry, getting back to his story, 
was glad to explain the peculiar 
characteristics of the Harpsichord 
and the clavichord that make the 
early music smoothly playable on 
them and awkward on the more 
usual piano, 


“Compared to the clavichord and 
the harpsichord,” he said, “the keys 
of the modern piano must travel a 
greater distance up and down, as 
they are played, and their action is 
much less responsive. To bring a 
piano to its dramatic heights you 
must give it a severe beating. In 
the old instruments, on the other 
hand, the key contacts the string 
more directly, and with less mech- 
anism intervening between key and 
finger. After striking, each key 
comes immediately back into posi- 
tion. Trills and other complex or- 
namentation are consequently much 
easier to perform than on the slow- 
er moving piano. 

As for the difference in tone be- 
tween the old and the new, in itself 
sufficient reason for Henry to hold 
the piano up in the revealing light 
of scorn, he was voluble in expla- 
nation. It seems, according to his 
analysis, very logical that “ham- 
mering a ball of wool on a metal 
string,” as happens when you press 
a piano key, would create a muffled 
tone. It seems to follow that pluck- 
ing a steel string with a hard leath- 
er or crow’s quill pick or plectrum 
would give a keen, vibrating sort of 
tone, which is the result on the 
harpischord’s mechanism. And fi- 
nally, getting down to the perform- 
ance of the clavichord, admittedly 
one of the clearest toned of all

AVING rested the defénse for 
Hine superior tonal qualities of 

these almost forgotten instru- 
ments, and presuming that they are 
the only ones capable of interpret- 
ing the original manuscripts of the 
early music-makers, we get down, 
with Henry’s help, to the distinctions 
between the two instruments them- 
selves. (A definition highly necessary 
to a generation that classifies all the 
keyboard instruments before the pi- 
ano as something you play a min- 
uet on and hear in the musical 
background of period movies.) 

“The tiny clavichord, a shallow 
rectangle, measuring 42 by 15 
inches, was the instrument of com- 
position,” said Henry, “played for 
the musician’s own enjoyment, or 
for an intimate circle of favored 
friends. Its tone was so small, al- 
beit perfect, that it was better fit- 
ted for the small room than the 
concert hall. Mechanically it is 
simple, for when the player presses 
the key the other end rises, with 
no interfering mechanical action, 
and a thin metal tongue strikes the 
string to create a tone. By the 
slightest variation in pressure, the 
tone may be altered, very much as 
the violinist makes and changes 
his own tone on the violin strings. 
However tiny the perfect tone is, it 
is dramatic—in whispers—capable 
of a range from pianissimo to for- 
tissimo.” 

“While the clavichord is a per- 
cussion instrument, the harpsichord 
is, as I said in connection with its 
tonal qualities, a plucked, or, to 
classify it properly, a plectrum in- 
strument. Despite the fact that it 
is highly mechanical, dependent on 
stops or a combination of stops as 
in the organ, it is capable of unbe-

especially a double manual (key- | 
board) one, has a greatly increased | 


volume, and was used by Bach, and 
those musicians who preceded him, 
for public performances. In appear- 
ance, it is somewhat like a grand 
piano and varies in size from the 
one-manual miniatures to the over- 
all dimensions of the huge concert 
grand.” 

The harpsichord and the clavi- 
chord owned by Henry are beauti- 


unplayable museum pieces. 
were made by the only (known to 
Henry) American maker, John 
Challis of Ypsilanti, Mich. Challis 
is the pupil of England’s famed 
Arnold Dolmetsch, the prophet of 
the revival of interest in this music 
of a quieter, more dignified day. 
Relatively inexpensive, considering 
that each is made entirely by hand, 
Henry’s clavichord cost $500, and 
his single-manual harpsichord, 
$1300.

ETTING back, however, to this 
comparison of the old and the 
new, we asked Henry why the 
piano had increased in vogue while 
the harpsichord and the clavichord 
had fallen into disuse. “In the 
first place,” he said, “the older in- 
struments were troublesome, in 
that they required constant tuning 
while the piano did not. Very in- 
convenient that, when you consider 
the complexities of the tempered 
scale to which every keyboard in- 
strument is tuned.” 

“Then, remember that with com- 
posers, Lizt, Wagner and Rach- 
maninoff, we came into a louder, 
accelerated way of living. How 
could the tiny clavichord get itself 
heard above the restless din, the 
nervous pace of a noisier age? The 
two manual harpsichord, almost as 
loud as the concert grand, has one 
obvious drawback. It is strictly 
mechanical, and incapable of the 
dynamic shadings that the pianist 
can lend to the piano with his so- 
called touch, or control of the keys 
with his fingers.” 

Thus it was, as Henry made 
clear, that the harpsichord and the 
clavichord fell into evil days, neg- 
lected for 150 years. If the revival- 
ists have their way, America, how- 
ever, will soon come to know and 
love these instruments, And things 
are moving quickly toward that 
end. 

Sunday afternoon, for instance, 
radio-listeners will have an oppor- 
tunity to hear the _ clavichord, 
greatly amplified, of course. Cor- 
rine Frederick, St. Louis pianist 
who has, according to Henry and 
other authorities, an unmistakable 
“feel” for the early musicians and 
their instruments, wiil give a pro- 
gram—mostly Bach—that afternoon 
over KSD. “Just wait,” Henry pre- 
dicted with pardonable elation, “un- 
till you’ve heard Bach as he meant 
it to be played—on an instrument 
that he loved and by an artist who
